ADDIS ABABA, July 5 CAP;. — 
Ethiopia's military reformers to- 
night announced the arrest of six 
top officials whom they consider 
corrupt and reactionary, lnclud- 
ing the commander of the army's 
2d Division and the administra- 
tor-general of the Ethiopian Or- 
thodox Church. 

The official Ethiopian News 
Agency said the six had surren- 
dered. bringing to 18 the number 
oC co nfir med arrests since soldieis 
took control of Addis Ababa last 
Friday. . 

Many of the arrested persons 
were close to Emperor Hade Se- 
lassie. 

Those who were arrested today 
were: Maj. Gen. Seyoum Gedle 
Giorgte, 2d Division, commander 
in Eritrea Province; Sen. Entoas 
Kebede, administrator-general of 
toe church; Abe be Genre and 
Brig. Gen. Samuel Beyene, both 
senators; Mabteme- Selassie 
Wolde-Meskal, a crown councilor, 
and Warku Mekasha. general 
manager of the Addis Ababa 
dairy industry. 

Troops Guard Detainees 

The detainees, accused of try- 
ing to perpetuate Ethiopia's feu- 
dal system, were held at riot 
police headquarters and at the 
race track, which was guarded 
by soldiers with machine guns. 

The rebel Armed Forces Com- 
mittee announced that some mili- 
tary radicals who had been 
detained by conservative forces 
during mutinies to March were 
released. 

The committee, which still 
seeks as many as 200 civilians, 
also broadcast a warning to of- 
ficials believed to have taken 
refuge, to the countryside. The 
committee told the officials they 
should ' surrender and not force 
the military to look for them. 
Cfagton Pressure Exerted 

A problem facing the reformers 
was lack of agreement among 
themselves on how far to go to 
seeking cabinet posts for military 
men; land distribution to peasants, 
curtailment of the Emperor's 
constitutional powers and forma- 
tion of a more representative gov- 
ernment, observers said. 

It was reported that military 
leaders were continuing discus- 
sions among themselves to work 
out a common program to avoid 
a major split 

A pamphlet circulated by a 
civilian group said the soldiers 
were not going tar enough. The 
pamphlet attacked the Emperor 
as an enemy of the people and 
demanded the arrest of mare of- 
ficials. It was signed ‘The Com- 
mon People” 

Radicals to the air force seem 
prepared to accept violence as 
the price of political change, but 
other military branches have 
avoided bloodshed since Ethio- 
pia’s reforms began with mili- 
tary mutinies in February. 

Commanders Flee 

Unofficial sources said both 
CoL Yelem Zand, the paratroop 
commander, and Gen. Assefa 
Gebre-Egzy, the air farce leader, 
are to hiding. 

Observers said the next crisis 
could occur when a 30-member 
commission issues its proposals 
for constitutional changes, per- 
haps as early as next week. The 
military will then have to deride 
whether to accept the proposals 
or demand mare far-reaching 
reforms. 

The. Emperor, bowing to mili- 
tary pressure, agreed Wednesday 
to call a special parliamentary 
session to speed action on 
changes Intended to Stirip him 
of most of his authority, end 
state support for the Ethiopian 
Orthodox Church and make the 
premier responsible to parltor 
ment instead of to the aristoc- 
racy.

Salyut Space linkup Improves 
Outlook on U.S.-Soviet Project 


MOSCOW, July 5 OJPI».— Two 
cosmonauts today successfully 
docked their Soyuz-14 craft with 
the orbiting Salyut-3 space 
laboratory, entered it and began 
preparing far experiments. 

Tass said that today's docking 
of the Soviet spacecraft, the first 
such linkup in more than three 
years, occurred at 0300 GMT, 
about 32 hours after the cos- 
monauts, CoL Pavel Popovich 
and Lt. Col. Yuri Artyukhin, 
blasted off in their Soyuz to 
chase the Salyut station, launched 
June 25. 

The last successful Soviet link- 
up in space had been achieved 
in June, 1971, when three cos- 
monauts docked with Salyut-1 
and. remained aboard for 24 days. 
They died while returning to 
earth. Salyut- 2 broke up in space 
in April, 1973, 11 days after 
launch. 

Smaller Than. Sky lab 

The successful docking with 
Salyut-3, which is about one- 
quarter the size of tiie similar 
but fur mace successful DA 
Skyiab space station, gave a con- 
siderable boost to plans for the 
linkup of Soyuz and Apollo space- 
craft next July. 

The number of Soviet space 
failures during the last several 
years has caused concern among 
some U.S. space officials that the 
Russians might not be ready for 
next year's joint flight 

There was no indication today 
how long the two 44-year-old cos- 
monauts would remain aloft. A 
senior Soviet space official said 
Wednesday the flight would not 


be a prolonged one. The Sky lab 
record is 84 days. 

Col. Popovich took over manual 
controls to guide the Soyuz 
through the last 100 yards for the 
docking. 

“It was a soft linkup." he said. 

Col. Artyukhin then entered the 
Salyut through a transfer hatch, 
switched on the lights and check- 
ed the atmosphere — pressure, 
temperature and humidity arc 
the same as on earth, suggesting 
that the men will work without 
full spacesuits— and called. CoL 
Popovich to. 

The two immediately began 
preparing equipment for studying 
the earth's surface and atmo- 
spheric .conditions, far medical 
research and for testing new sys- 
tems aboard the Salyut.

Gen. Walter Tkach said last 
night. Gen. Tkacli, an Army 
doctor, disclosed for the first time 
that Mr. Nixon htut thrombo- 
phlebitis, which he said involves 
the presence of a permanent 
blood clot to his left leg. The 
White House had described the 
condition as phlebitis, the in- 
flammation. of a vein, but had 
declined to describe it as involving 
a blood dot. 

Today. Deputy White House 
Press Secretary Gerald Warren, 
said that President Nixon had 
ordered that the seriousness of his 
ailment be kept secret because he 
feared public disclosure would 
interfere with his negotiations 
with foreign leaders. 

The President did not want his 
health problems discussed, be- 
cause he felt such discussion 
would get in the way of the goals 
he hoped to achieve on what he 
considered, to be two important 
trips, Mr. Warren said to reply 
to a reporter’s question on why 
the gravity of Mr. Nixon’s condi- 
tion had been kept hidden from 
the American public. 

The clot is pretty well fixed,"

Secretary Visits 
Paris and Rome 

ROME, July 5 (APi.— U-S. 
Secretary o£ Slate Henry Kis- 
singer said today that the Unit- 
ed States was prepared to assist 
Italy should its economic situa- 
tion worsen 

“We are following Italian 
events with sympathy and af- 
fection." he said at a luncheon 
with President Giovanni Leone.

Mr. Kissinger then met with 
Foreign Minister Aldo Moro.

Trade Deficit 

Inflation in Italy is running at 
30 per cent this year and the for- 
eign trade deficit, mainly due to 
imports of oil and food products, 
stands at $1 billion a month. 

The Italian spokesman said 
that Mr. Kissinger's visit met 
Europe's “desire for dialogue and 
cordial collaboration with the 
United States, whose funda- 
mental role naturally is recog- 
nized by all of us." 

Mr. Kissinger was in Home to 
continue his briefing of European 
leaders on President Nixon's talks 
in Moscow.

A senior official told newsmen 
aboard Mr. Kissinger's flight here 
from Paris that “we are not 
pushing lor a summit, but we are 
also not opposed ” He said the 
results of the Geneva negotiations 
would have to warrant holding 
one. 

A joint communique issued at 
the conclusion of the Moscow 
talks between Mr. Nixon and 
Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev 
said the final stage of the 
security negotiations should take 
place “at an early date." It 
added that "both aides also pro- 
ceeded from the assumption that 
the results of the negotiations will 
permit the conference to be con- 
cluded at the highest level.” 

Mr. Kissinger discussed the 
security conference to Paris over 
breakfast with President Valery 
Giscard d’Estatog. They also 
talked about Europe's energy 
problems, the Middle East and 
transatlantic relations. 

High U.S. officials said after 
the breakfast meeting that the 
French appeared eager to put 
their relations with the United 
States on a more friendly basis 
and the United States welcomed 
this. 

“I think the French are trying 
to get back on an even keel to 
their relations with us and we're 
prepared to do that," the senior 
official said. 

Most Critical Ally 

Of all the Western allies, 

France has been the must critical 
of UU. foreign policy, claiming 
especially that the Europeans are 
not sufficiently consulted. 

The U.S. official said Mr. Kis- 
singer had "a positive talk" with 
the French President. He had 
dinner last night with Foreign 
Minister Jean Sauvagoargues. 

U.S. officials also said that 
reports of new proposals on 
Strategic arms made to the Soviet 
Union simply consisted of pre- 
senting new numbers of warheads 
and missiles that each side Would 
hold after an eventual strategic 
arms agreement.

Unrest in Portugal Spreading 


To Agricultural Workers

MOWTOITO, Portugal »NYT‘>. police officials Indicate that not 


--in the searing heat that de- 
scended on the wheat fields ol 
the AJentejn region of southeast- 
ern Portugal. 200 men idled in the 
shade of a clump of trees, car- 
rying on what they would never 
have dared do before April. 

The men. agricultural workers, 
were on strike for better wages. 
With fellow strikers in two other 
towns near Evora. about 100 miles 
southeast of Lisboa, they repre- 
sented the first outbreak of social 
Unrest in the countryside. This 
unrest, bedeviling the fragile 
Portuguese economy, until recent- 
ly had been confined to the in- 
dustrial and public service sectors. 

There has been a series of fires 
to the region, and military and 


all of them were accidental. The 
military command in Elvas, close 
■to the Spanish border, issued a 
statement a few days ago ac- 
cusing "leftist adventurers'’ of 
inciting wildcat strikes, and car- 
rying out a “scorched earth" pol- 
icy. 

In this town the men denied 
any political affiliations or any 
desire to bum up their source 
of income. They have been on 
strike since June 26 with few- 
resources to fall back on. but they 
said they would hold out until 
they got a settlement. 

Tightly Controlled

Says Lisbon Drops Referendum Bid 


Portuguese Guinea’s Governor 


Calls It, in Effect, Independent 


BISS AU. Portuguese Guinea 
CNYTL- — According to the gover- 
nor of Portuguese Guinea, this 
territory is already independent 
in practice. In a recent interview, 
he also indicated strongly that 
Lisbon, had dropped Its demand 
for a referendum before the 
formal granting of independence. 

Gov. Carles Soares Fabiao said 
that the people had achieved self- 
determination and were complete- 
ly free. What remains to be 
done, he continued, is to agree on 
the method of elevating de facto 
Independence to actual indepen- 
dence. under International law. 

Under these conditions, he said, 
bis chief duty is to assure con- 
tinuity in administration and 
economic activity and head off 
internal problems that could 
hinder a smooth transfer of 
power. 

As commander in chief of 
about 43.000 hoops here, he said, 
he has the mission of preventing 
any more bloodshed. 

Fall Truce Exists 

Although the Portuguese and 
the African party for the Inde- 
pendence of Guinea and Cape 
Verde have broken off cease-fire 
negotiations because ol stumbling 
blocks, a full truce is in effect, 
and the liberation movement 
engages freely in political activity 
in the areas held by the Portu- 
guese.

Goisel took office in March. 
Brazil is the world's most popu- 
lous Catholic nation, with that 
faith professed by about 90 per 
cent of its population of almost 
100 million.

Earlier this year, 
citizens of Norway awarded the 
archbishop a “people's peace 
prize” for his “struggle for peace, 
justice, freedom and human dig- 
nity against suppression and ex- 
ploitation." Last month Dom Hel- 
der received an honorary doctor- 
ate from Harvard University.

10-Year Arms-Accord Goal ‘Saved Summit*

PARIS, July 5 iWPj —Alarm 
over ffirf in g the Moscow summit 
talks In deadlock on the cento*! 
nuclear Issue impelled the United 
States and the Soviet Union to 
. come up with the goal, of a 10- 
ye&r a mu accord, informed 
sources now indicate. 

President Nixon hailed this 
agreement as the most si gn ifica n t 
nuclear accomplishment at the 
conference, although “the two 
sides have not yet reached a final 
accord on the terms of the agree- 
ment/ " he said: 

In fact, authoritative sources 
concede, the two sides are barely 
beginning to plumb the. concept. 
It was only put forward Monday 
night in Moscow as en alternative 
to a total Impasse on limiting of- 
fensive strategic weapons. 

At the end of intensive talks 
between Mr. Nixon and Soviet 
Communist party leader Leonid 
Brezhnev on Saturday and Sun- 
day at Yalta the two sides had 
ruled out both a short extension 
of the five-year offensive weapons 
accord signed In 1973 or a per- 
manent agreement 

Prospect of Stalemate 

They were faced with the grim 
prospect of admitting that they 
were stalemated on the core issue 
of nuclear controls. The repercus- 
sions of such an admitted dead- 
lock upon all the hopes of East- 
West detente could have been 
profound. Neither side wanted to 
accept those consequences. 

What followed Is an example 
of a new summit technique, in 
which an admission of a loss of 
momentum produces a compulsion 
to produce results, or jeopardize 
earlier advances. 

From information that «« 
now be pieced together it is ap- 
parent why there were strong 
hints from Soviet sources last 
Sunday and Monday that pros- 
pects for a third UjS.-Sovlet 
summit meeting suddenly had 
taken a tun for the worse. 
These reports persisted through 
Monday and Tuesday in Moscow 
with word from Soviet, sources 
that Mr. Brezhnev was holding 
unusually long and somber meet- 
ings with the Politburo. 

On Monday while Mr. Nixon 
went to Minsk. Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger and Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko 
were groping for a way out of 
the deadlock. 

That night, with President 
Nixon on his way back to Mos- 
cow from Minsk, the American 
delegation suggested a com- 
promise. If a two-to-five year 
extension ol the 1972 agreement 
was out, as well as an indefinite 
agreement why not try far 
something in-between? This was 
the rationale behind what 
emerged as the proposed 10-year 
■ actually li> limitation on of- 
fensive nuclear weapons. 

Mr. Kissinger was not joking, 
it is now doubly evident, when 
be told newsmen on Wednesday 
in Moscow amid laughter that 
the reason far agreeing to seek 
an accord that would run until 
1985. instead of 1984, was “be- 
cause we couldn't pick 1984.” 
That is the title of the late 
George Orwell's novel warning 
how the world would look if 
"big brother” dictatorships shar- 
ed its rule. 

What happened to set off the 
American-Soviet Strategic Arms 
Limitation Talks in this new 
direction, American officials say. 
include the following conclusions 
reached or confirmed at the sum- 
mit: 

Mr. Nixon and Mr. Brezhnev. 
It is said, talked more frankly 
than such adversaries ever have 
talked about each nation's per- 
ception of the other’s power and 
potentialities for warfare. 

Th: Soviet nightmare, as an 
authoritative source put it, is 
"current inferiority’' in numbers 
of deliverable nuclear warheads 
compared to the United States. 
The parallel nightmare of same 
American military leaders is 
"some lutuxe American inferi- 
ority.” 

The 1972 agreement gave the 
Soviet Union the advantage in

Voters go to tbe polls on Sunday 
It an Upper House election 
marked by a controversy over the 
role of Japan's giant corporations 
in the campaign. 

The chairman of the Central 
Election Administration Commis- 
sion, Horigome, said 

this week that public concern was 
mounting over the support given 
by big business to candidates of 
the ruling Liberal Democratic 
party. 

Tomisaburo Hasimoto. the Lib- 
eral Democratic party secretary, 
filed a complaint yesterday with 
the Tokyo District Prosecutor's 
Office, charging that Mr. Hori- 
gome's Intervention obstructed 
electoral freedom and violated the 
law. 

An angry Premier Kakuei Ta- 
naka also condemned the state- 
ment. arguing that labor unions 
were backing certain candidates 
of opposition parties. 

Complaint Filed 

The biggest union organization, 
the General Council of Trade 
Unions of Japan and a Socialist- 
affiliated citizens' group counter- 
attacked today. They filed a com- 
plaint with the prosecutor's of- 
fice, alleging that Mr. Hashlmoto 
had made a false, partisan ac- 
cusation against Mr. Horigome. 

Japan's big corporations have 
in the part provided funds for the 
conservative Liberal Democrats 
but this is the first time they 
have openly supported candidates 
for the government party with 
manpower as well as money.

Kalmbach Suspended 
As California Lawyer 

SAN FRANCISCO. July 5 
iAP).— Former presidential attor- 
ney Herbert Kalmbach was sus- 
pended from the practice of law 
by the California.

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Election in Japan 


A familiar political story seems to be devel- 
oping In Japan, where voters on Sunday will 
elect half the 252 members of the Upper 
House of the Diet.. An effort to bring four 
main opposition groups together In a com- 
mon slate of candidates has failed, enhanc- 
ing the probability that Premier Tanaka's 
Liberal-Democratic party will retain its 
majority Ln the House of Councilors. 

Japan, buffeted by the highest inflation 
rate of any industrialized country, has been 
hard hit by the energy shortage as well. 
With Mr. Tanaka's popularity skidding 
sharply in the opinion polls, the ruling 
party only a few months ago seemed certain 
to lose Its nine-seat majority ln the Upper 
House. But a bickering opposition and seri- 
ous spilt among the Socialists, largest of the 
opposition groups, may save the day for 
Mr. Tanaka. 

The Socialist- party issued the belated call 
for a united opposition front, but this Ini- 


tiative was opposed by two other Socialist 
factions and rejected by the Communists 
and by Komeito. the clean government party. 
By staying out of an election coalition, the 
Communists obviously hope to maintain 
their momentum of 1972, when they signif- 
icantly increased their members in the 
Lower House from 14 to 40 and their popular 
vote from 6.8 to 10.5 per cent. 

It will be unhealthy for Japan's democracy 
If the non- Communist opposition continues 
to be fragmented and ineffective. The Lib- 
eral-Democratic party, In power 25 years, is 
considering a set of new laws, ostensibly to 
help restore old Japanese virtues such as 
patriotism and obedience but actually de- 
signed to curb press reporting, public pro- 
tests and the leaking of corporate secrets. 
This Is the kind of move that needs to be 
challenged by a vigilant, democratic opposi- 
tion.

Cross of Gold 


A long-overdue bill to fulfill a United 
States commitment to help the world’s poor- 
est. nations finally sailed through the House 
this week, burdened with an intolerable cross 
of gold. 

This still -affluent nation can well afford 
the proposed $385 million contribution for 
the next four years to the World Bank's soft- 
loan window, the International Development 
Association iIDA). Indeed the United States 
would be shortchanging its own vital inter- 
ests if it failed to maintain its reasonable 
share of this American-Inspired Interna- 
tional effort to head off potential explosive 
disaster in the less-develcrped world. 

The price that some congressmen exacted 
tor supporting tills responsible action, how- 
ever. may be more than the nation can bear 
—or at least more than It can responsibly 
be asked to risk. Appended to the IDA ap- 
propriation — ln order to gain House votes — 
is a totally Irrelevant provision that would 


penult Americans to buy, sell and own gold 
for the first time ln 40 years. The run on 
gold that this mlgbt touch off could have 
devastating effects on trade and payments 
balances abroad and on capital markets at 
home at a time when there Is already peril- 
ous uncertainty on both fronts. 

The gold clause, which appears in slightly 
differing forms in the House and Senate 
versions of the IDA bill, ought to be stricken, 
in conference. At the very least, the con- 
ferees should empower the administration 
to postpone the lifting of gold restrictions 
if In its judgment such action, would en- 
danger the nation's prosperity and balance 
of payments. In its present form, the po- 
tential risks of this measure unfortunately 
threaten to overwhelm the unquestionable 
merit of Its original and fundamental pur- 
pose to fulfill the American commitment to 
IDA.

It was only a week after the United States 
Supreme Court had affirmed the principle 
that a free society can only remain free if 
the government keeps its hands off the news. 
Tuesday night, the Russian technicians who 
operated the “satellite feed” that brought 
pictures from the Moscow summit showed 
what happens when governments take into 
their hands the right to censor public expres- 
sion. Each time American broadcast corre- 
spondents tried to get out the story of what 
was happening to Soviet dissidents — with 
particular respect to the repressive precau- 
tions taken during Mr. Nixon's visit— the 
technicians cut them off in mid-sentence. 
It was a story the Russian authorities did 
not wish to have told while the summit was 
In progress, so they cut It off— just by pull- 
ing the plug. 

It has never been easy for Western corre- 
spondents to get stories out of the Soviet 
Union that the government didn't want told. 
And it is certainly true that the Soviet Union 
is not the only government in the world that 
resorts to censoring what It dislikes to hear. 
Yet the heavy fashion ln which the Rus- 
sians behaved on Just this one occasion tells 


us all we need to know about the value of 
a free press and the price that Is paid when 
an overbearing government Intervenes. The 
story the Americans were attempting to tell 
concerned the general problem of the lives 
of dissidents in the Soviet Union, and espe- 
cially their treatment while President Nixon 
was in town. The story of the way that 
Mr. Nixon's presence resulted in the Rus- 
sian authorities rounding up their local crit- 
ics and jailing them was of more than pass- 
ing interest to the American people. 

And yet Mr. Nixon's aides were conspic- 
uously silent on the subject, declining to 
lodge any forceful formal protest, saying 
merely to whomever might be listening that 
the American broadcasters should have the 
right to cover and report whatever they 
pleased. It Is somewhat disappointing that 
no one in the President's party was willing 
to defend, If only for the record, the elemen- 
tary principles, so central to a free system 
of government, of a free press. Ironically, it 
was left to the Russians, by their abrupt In- 
terruption of the American broadcasters, to 
drive the lesson home.

Soviet Theory 


Summitry and Hypocrisy 


By James Reston 


TVEW YORK— Nobody seems to 
be very happy about the 
Nixon- Brezhnev summit meeting; 
actually it was more honest than 
most. It was a stand-off— a hold- 
ing operation In a time of politi- 
cal uncertainly all over tee world. 
In this sense. It was a realistic 
conference because it expressed 
the political realities, which are 
uncertain at best. 

Nations do not commit them- 
selves to fundamental military 
changes affecting the balance of 
power in the world, when both 
politics and technology axe in the 
process of revolutionary change. 
Nobody knows what inventions 
and politicians will be influencing 
the course of events in the nest 
few years. 

Henry Kissinger is undoubtedly 
right in thinking that the pace 
of nuclear technology to outrun- 
ning the pace of political stability 
or even common sense in the 
world. “Both sides," he observed, 
“have to convince their military 
establishments of the benefit of 
restraint, and teat is not a 
thought that comes naturally to 
military people on either side." 


The Military 

But neither Nixon nor Brezh- 
nev is now strong enough, politi- 
cally, io compel their military 
establishments to cut defense 
budgets or take chances for peace. 
In a time of political weakness 
and confusion, She military men 
and their political allies tend to 
prevail; this to what happened 
ln Moscow. 

In practical terms, Brezhnev 
could not enter Into long-range 
military agreements with an 
American president facing im- 
peachment. Similarly. Nixon could 
not, with all his other troubles, 
agree to concessions on weapons 
that would infuriate the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff and their con- 
servative allies in the Congress, 
whose votes be needs to avoid 
impeachment and conviction. 

So, toe summit meeting > < sme 
out about as expected. If it had 
been any worse, it would have 
been a disaster, and if it had 
been presented as a triumph, it 
would have been a fraud. Even 
so, the pretense of success on 
both sides by Nixon and. Brezh- 
nev was a little thick. 

Both Nixon and Brezhnev, 
having disagreed on the primary 
questions of nuclear arms con- 
trol. somehow felt obliged to pre- 
tend that their failures had been 
a great success. The truth to 
that they lost out to the hawks, 
but pretended the doves had won. 
Actually, they came out of an 
ominous mess fairly well, and 
agreed to keep talking, but in- 


sisted on overstating their limit- 
ed agreements. 

In a way, this is reassuring. 
Nixon and Brezhnev don't agree, 
but Insist an trying to agree. They 
don't believe in their dreams of 
UjS.-Sbviet understanding, but 
believe in believing, and agree to 
keep curing in the hope that 
something will tom up. And this 
to some kind of progress. 

What to not clear to why they 
overstate their limited successes 
and underestimate their 'funda- 
mental differences, and, in the 
process, confuse the American 
and Soviet peoples. On hto way 
home from Moscow, Nixon stop- 
ped in Maine on his way to Key 
Biscayne, and argued that he was 
ou tee way to “permanent" 
peace, that he and Brezhnev were 
engaged in an “irreversible'' pro- 
cess toward concord in tee world, 
when obviously everything to 
impermanent these days and re- 
versible. 

The truth is that the world 
needs fundamental changes in the 
control of military arms, inflation, 
prices, trade, population and the 
environment, but does not have 
the political unity to deal with 
these fundamental questions. This 
to K issi n ger's main point. He 
keeps driving for the objec- 
tive but does not have the politi- 
cal backing to put it over. 

It to not only that Nixon and 
Brezhnev cannot agree about 
these fundamental international 
issues. The gover nme nts of the 
Soviet Union and tee United 
States are also divided internally. 
Secretary at State Kissinger and 
Secretary of Defense Schleringer 
disagree about what should be 
done on these fundamental stra- 
tegic questions, but cover up their 
disagreements. 

Brezhnev has the same prob- 
lem with hto military leaders and 
bis Politburo. No wonder, then, 
that the Moscow summit satisfied 
nobody. But at least it kept the 
negotiations going, and raised the 
possibility of agreements later on 
in the 70s or 80s. 


is prepared to gamble now on 
long-range military accommoda- 
tion. 

This to why the Moscow sum- 
mit ended in a scoreless tie. Nei- 
ther Nixon nor Brezhnev could 
have compelled military 

colleagues to make bade strategic 
changes, even if they had wanted 
to. The political structure to too 
weak, the time' is not ripe, even 
If fundamental changes, are over- 
due. It was a disappointing sum- 
mit, but at least it reflected tee 
political realities.

pASXSw-Tbe United States gov- 
1 eminent quite obviously ex- 
pects political relations with 
Ranee to become more -intimate 
under its newly installed govern- 
ment and the prospect of a 
Nixom-Giscard d’Estalng summit, 
following one of Henry .

Italian Chamber Removes

ROME, July 5 lAPj. — The 
Chamber of Deputies yesterday 
lifted . the . parliamentary imrnu- 
nity of Italy's neo-Fascist leader 
and ordered him to face charges 
of mrtigation of an armed 
revolt against the state.

Almost every day. Manila news- 
papers use banner headlines lo 
announce sweeping decrees and 
promises that, it is evident, can 
never be fulfilled. 

The problems of the Philippines 
do not lend, themselves to quick 
transform at ions— no; enough land 
for all the sharecroppers who 
ha-.e been promised it. not enough 
iobs for The fastest -growing popu- 
lation in Asia, and so on. And 
promist-.s that raJ.se aspixanoik 
car. also raise unrest when per- 
formance falls ebon. 

Mr. Marcos, m inLemtws with 
foreign journalists, says he would 
like the Philippine press to be lesi 
STCophantic and to ofier lomo 
cruiclsm of government programs. 
Such rc-ahsm would be salutary, 
but the press, which remains muf- 
fiea. has considered it wiser to 
keep reporting "revolutionary re- 
forms" and ''economic miracle 
bold headlines. 

The gagging of the news media, 
the arrests of thousands of dis- 
sidents and political opponents, 
and the general suspension of 
civil rights have often been the 
focus of report*, in the Western 
press about the marual-law gov- 
ernment. which is nearly twu 
years old. and officials complain 
bitterly that the reporLs haie 
been unfair. In a sense, but surely 
not in the sense they mean, they 
may be ngbi.

"You uirfrd to be able to say any- 
thing to anyone. Now I have io 
look around and sec whoa listen - 
mg before I speak." 

Influential though ihc educated 
class is. the country'^ most nr. - 
portant preisure group is the im- 
poverished people in the coumiy- 
Sidc- It is no accident that Mr. 
Marcos. 56. a man of political 
skill, has made agramn reform— 
Use transfer 02 land from largely 
absentee owners to the share- 
cropperv who have been illlin? if 
for them — the cornerstone of his 
program. 

President Marcos promised in 
the emancipation decree issued 
shortly after the declaration of 
martial law m September. 1972. 
that a million peasant families 
would receive 7 to 12 acres of 
the rice or corn land they had 
been tilting as sharecroppers or 
tenants, with each landlord allow- 
ed to keep 27 acres. 

It worked well enough v.nn 
holdings of more than 50 acres, 
a large number of which have 
oeen broken up. But the govem- 
m»-M soon discovered ihat 60 per 
cent or more of those involved 
worked for landlords who owned 
17 acres or less. 

But if Mr. Marcos fails :o keep 
his promise 10 the sharecroppers-, 
it may lead to ai, explosion uf 


the kind ol rural unrest that was 
rife before martial law. 

Jobs are another area in witicn 
government promises far out- 
distance reality. Nearly 30 per 
cent of the working population 
is cither unemployed or under- 
employed. with no substantial 
improvement foreseeable soon. 
Per capita income is just O'-cr 
S200 a year and nearly half the 
population is undernourished. 

Doing Their Bcsl 

There is no doubt that Mr. 
Marcos is attempting some badly 
needed reforms, and even his 
critics acknowledge that many of 
the technicians and economic 
ministers who have been en- 
trusted with carrying them out 
are dolus their best. 

Tlie successes oi the martial- 
iaa era have been widely pub- 
licized. Tht violent crime and 
bauditrv for which the Philippines 
was notorious have been reduced. 
Foreign -exchange reserves, for- 
eign investment and tourism ha-.e 
increased sharply. Basically, these 
improvements result from ths 
establishment of order and have 
little to do with fundamental 
social rclorm. Some diplomats 
think the next six months to a 
year may be critical lor the Mar- 
cos government.

A Hard Time for Impressionists

T ONDON (IHTt.— Given the 
mood of broody reticence on the 
part of collector? and dealers, if 
tellers Seep on overpricing their 
‘'wares," they could cause lasting 
damage to the art market. This 
week's sales— and nonsales— in 
London were symptomatic. 


ty Utrillo landscape of Mont- 
martre went begging at £25,200. 
Mercifully, lot 6 turned out to be 
a Degas of such breathtaking 
beauty that It went to a London 
dealer for £152,350, a high but 
not excessive price for this mas- 
terpiece. “Femme Mettant Sea 
Gants." painted around 1877. 


Reserve prices were so high that 
lot after lot failed to find buyers 
— and the market was badly 
shaken. At Christie's sale Mon- 
day of top impressionist paintings 
— there were only 15 oils — the 
house was full. It would be 
bard to argue that the auction- 
eers had failed to promote the 
sale properly. 


Monet Bought In 


The first lot. a Pissarro, had 
been withdrawn before the sale. 
The next two were bought in. 
One was a Pissarro, “Rouen. 
Cours-La-Relne,” signed and dat- 
ed 1898— the hammer fell at £44,- 
100— below the reserve. Next was 
a Renoir, ‘‘Le Guitarist? EspagnoL" 
with a good pedigree — Duran d- 
Kuel had bought the painting 
from the artist in February. 1897: 
later It belonged to Chester Beat- 
ty. It went unsold at £93,000. 


From there on. disappointments 
alternated with pleasant surprises. 
A river scene by Claude Monet 
<53.5 by 73.5 centimeters') failed 
to find a buyer at £194,250— more 
than two and a half times what 
the same work had fetched in 
the mid-1960s at a Sotheby's sale. 
The reserve was very high. The 
only really big price in the sale 
was £304,750 paid for a fine Re- 


Overpricing is a m istake at 
any time and it is even worse 
when a shift toward another cat- 
egory is under way. While Chris- 
tie's was finding the going sticky 
with impressionists, the firm had 
remarkable success with modem 
works, showing that lack of mon- 
ey is not the problem. 

The Acquavelia Galleries of 
Madison Avenue acquired a 
magnificent Fernand Leger. ,r Le 
Marinier” <48.5 by 54 centime- 
ters), for £84,000. A sketch, also 
by Lager, went up to £19,435, a 
huge price considering that it was 
not in perfect condition. 


1 Modern 9 Prices 


A beautiful portrait by Bon- 
nard was the first painting to 
find a buyer but at £36,750, paid 
by the O 'Hanna Gallery of Lon- 
don, it was not expensive. A pret- 


The next day. more "highly im- 
portant" works went begging at 
Christie's. Cezanne's Important 
“La Moftsan" was bought in at 
£335,000 — It had been in Paul 
Gauguin’s collection once, and. 
more recently, bad belonged to 
Paul Mellon. A picture from Mo- 
net's water lily series failed to 
meet its reserve at £131,000. The 
only late 19th-century work which 
sold well was a very small study 
by Seurat for his “La Grande 
Jatte”— It went for £71,000. 


Roman Window in U.K. 


LONDON, July 5 <AP;.— What 
Is thought to he the only pane of 
Roman window glass in Britain 
ha* been uncovered at an Iron 
Age settlement at Garden Hill, 
near Harfield in Sussex. The 
pane, 12 Inches by 15 inches and 
made between AD 150 and 250. 
was restored from pieces and will 
go to the British Museum. 


My feeling is that speculators 
have been badly over-reaching 
themselves in London as they did 
the week before in Paris. It was 
unreasonable to ask more than 
£194,000 for the Monet river scene. 
The picture is not all that good 
and might, in fact, predate the 
year to which it was ascribed— 
1873. It has a strong Boudin-like 
feel in the treatment of the sky, 
possibly pointing to the period 
Immediately before Monet's first 
truly impressionist style. 


New York art broker Jacques 
Kaplan expressed the view that 
people were shunning investments 
in impressionism because second- 
rate works are overpriced. In con- 
trast, the prices for modem and 
avant-garde masterpieces are low. 
That was never so obvious as this 
past week In London. 

The South African who bought 
Lyonel Feininger's “Mondlicht in 
den D unen - ' Wednesday at Sothe- 
by's is better off than anyone 
who would have been willing to 
pay more than £194000 for the 
Monet river scene. Painted in 
1944. the Fteininger oil (61 by 910 
centimeters), is a geometrical 
landscape in green, turquoise blue 
and ochre that should rate as one 
of the great works of the 20th 
century. It cost its buyer £43,000 
and is worth, aesthetically, more 
than an indifferent Monet.

His work clearly derives 
both from cubism and futurism, 
the first emphasizing the formal 
and the stable, the second dy- 
namics and motion, and although 
Mastzuianni hovers between both 
the poles at times, he most often 
favors the thrust of the second.

The D.S. jobless rate stood firm 
In June despite the traditional 
surge of students seeking work, 
the Labor Department reported 
today. 

After adjustment to allow for 
regular seasonal variations, toe 

department said toe unemploy- 
ment rate was 52 per cent. The 
number of unemployed rose 46,- 
000 to 42 million. Total em- 
ployment rose 184,000 to 862 
million. 

Ever since a steep rise from 
October’s low of 4.6 per cent, toe 
unemployment rate has stub- 
bornly resisted puncturing the 52 
per cent level this year. 

“The continuation of toe un- 
employment rate at this level 
through June is one of the more 
gratifying economic developments 
of 1974 so far.” said Herbert 
Stein, chairman of the President’s 
Council of Economic Advisors. 

The Nixon administration had 
originally expected unemploy- 
ment to toe first half of this year 
to hit 6 per cent, the level toe 
rate hit periodically throughout 
1972. when Presides.. Nixon im- 
posed wage and price controls. 

Employment in the auto and 
construction industries has dipped 
145,000’ below mid-year 1973. but 
employment has increased in 
other Industries, paced by a 1.5 
million increase among workers 
employed to service industries.

The Americans, it was learned, 
are pressing for an Immediate 


settlement by the Bundesbank 
itself, which has in its coffers 
some $40 billion, the highest re- 
serves in the world. 

Federal Reserve officials will 
ask the Bundesbank to set aside 
a fund to settle the spot trans- 
actions. The Bundesbank would 
therefore become responsible, in 
effect, for German commercial 
banks' foreign liabilities. 

This, of course, would be a 
major undertaking and probably 
require political decisions at toe 
highest level In Bonn.

as if its heroine can only faintly 
hear, high, in her ivory tower, 
the boisterous slogans of her 
"sisters” down in the street. 1 get 
the impression that Maxine 
Kumin, a Pulitzer Prise-winning 
poet, is too fastidious to accept 
the more aggressive or collective 
manifestations of the movement, 
and so her novel of & young 
woman trying to “find herself” 
strikes a rather uneasy compro- 
mise between feminism and the 
old-fashioned personal odyssey. 

We find Robin Parks up in 
New Hampshire helping Jeff 
Rabinowits rebuild a fallen down 
farm. He is an urban-housing

Their build- 
ing a house together la one of 
those contemporary congruences 
we have learned to expect, until 
she turns it into a tortured 
metaphor. “Closing in a house 
was a sacred act; she could un- 
derstand that. To build was to 
dwell. But to put an imprimatur 
on all that traversing and mea- 
suring of space?” 

A woman who thinks in such 
compulsively symbolic terms is 
fated to sabotage things. When 
Jeff proposes marriage as a 
logical sequence to their success- 
ful collaboration— in the bouse, 
in sharing their ideas and in bed 
—Robin objects that she is "in- 
adequate to marriage.” Asked 
what she proposes instead, she 
thinks: “What she wanted was 
beyond her saying. A light in the 
clearing, a sense of a plan. An 
immediate circle of beings to 
love and serve.’' I must confess 
that I fail to see anything in- 
effable about this. It sounds like 
the prescription for all high 
IQs. 

But no. Jeff must go— ai least 
temporarily — because Robin 
“wants to come into her own" 
and she "doesn’t even know where 
it is” with Jeff around to lean 
on. She is looking for something 
like the Zuni initiation rite, in 
which the terrifying masked 
gods suddenly pull off their 
masks and transfer them to the 
trembling boys’ heads, thereby 
dumping their destinies in their 
own laps. Robin is one of those 
people who feel that she lias 
to re-experience the trauma of 
birth before she can go about her 
business. In this sense, the re- 
birth trauma is taking the place 
of the debut, or coming-out 
party. 

She would feel cheated of one 
of life's awesome rituals if she 
sun ply said to Jeff: "Oil. I love 
you and you love me. We get 
along. We're happy in and out 
of bed. You can call me Hr*. 
Rabinowits. if you like.'’ So Je:f 
vanishes—' how splendidly mobile 
we all are— and Robin has an 
affair with David, in which she 
learns that she prefers a lover 
wiic ''participates” to one who 
merely performs. 

David and Jeff make much the 
same sort of wisecracks, only 
David’s are more cynical, because 
he doesn't participate in them. 
Jeff says to Robin that “the real 
primal scene is the first time yen 
have to be a parent to your 
parent.” David says, -a gardener 
!3 someone who has been blcckcu 
in the area Of developing conual 
human, relationships and moral- 
izes by way of a garden.” Ail 


three of them sound as if they 
chose their books from adjacent 
shelves of the same “in” stare. 

Jeff lias a brother who goes 
insane and commits suicide — for 
no better reason than I can 
detect tbayi Miss Kuro in's desire 
to explore a few madness met- 
aphors. He certainly Is not in- 
tegral to the book. Robin has an 
alcoholic mother, whose condition, 
is given the skimpiest of case 
histories; an elderly aunt; and a 
tyrannical dowager of a grand- 
mother who come off somewhat 
better. Her grandmother's im- 
periousness apparently holds 
Robin’s family together, for the 
moment she dies. Robin, the sole 
inheritor, pensions off her 
mother and aunt and starts look- 
ing for ways to give away the 
million dollars. Presumably this 
will free her, will expunge her 
unhappy history. 

Call me mercenary, but I can't 
see the harm is keeping the 
money. It isn’t as if her grand- 
father stole it or sweated it out 
of other men's souls. Money is 
as. good or bad. it seems to me, 
as the people who use it. Robb's 
rep u gna nc e for it again smacks 
of the rebirth trauma— the need 
to do everything from scratch, to 
be self-made in an impossibly 
literal sens?. 

Free of all encroachments— 
isn't this just another way of 
denying the self? 'What is the 
self but a composite of encroach- 
ments orchestrated by the indi- 
vidual will? Robin sounds as if 
she has been alienated not by 
loving the wrong men, but by 
reading the wrong books. Per- 
haps books are the new villains 
in novels like "The Designated 
Heir."
